ABSTRACT 

A print job is received (e.g., by a print server) that has an associated 
print destination. A determination is made as to a first location associated with 
a source of the print job. Another determination is made regarding a second 
location associated with the print destination. A printing policy associated with 
the print job is identified. The print job is communicated to the print 
destination if the print job satisfies the printing policy. The printing policy may 
determine whether the first location is the same as the second location. Also, 
the printing policy may determine whether the first and second locations are 
located in a common facility (such as a hotel) and whether the second location 
is in a controlled area of the common facility (such as the fi-ont desk). 
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
